Christ Is the Gift of God and a Model Teacher

This is one of the sweetest titles 
given to our Savior, “The gift of 
God.” “God so loved the’ world 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish but have 
everlasting life,” John 3:16. 

The sinner is represented as be- 
ing dead in sin, or as a result of 
sin, Eph. 2:1. Sin and death reign 
over the sinner, Rom. 5:12-17. 
“The wages of sin is death,”’ Rom. 
6:23. The sinner needs life, he 
must have life or he wil) forever 
abide in death. Jesus said, “I am 
come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” John 10:10. 
These are written that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God: and that believing ve 
might have life through his name, 
John 20:31. “The gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Romans 6:23. Much 
is said of this gift in God’s Word 
but its greatness can never be 
measured by words. Paul recog- 
nizes this fact when he calls _ it 
God’s unspeakable gift. 2 Cor. 9: 
15. 

Jesus said to the poor lost wom- 
an at the well. “If thou knewest 
the gift of God and who it is that 
sayeth unto thee, Give me _ to 
drink: thou wouldest have asked 
of him. and he would have given 

thee living water.” What the world 


needs is a knowledge of Jesus. 
This woman did not know Jesus 
as a life-giving Savior. This she 
needed to know. In order for her 
to know, she needed some one to 
teach her. How could she believe 
in one whom she had not heard? 
At the well she heard for the first 
time from a real model teacher, 
that she needed most “eternal 
life.” Since Jesus has commanded 
His ministers to go into all the 
world and teach the nations to 
observe the things He has com- 
manded (Matt. 28:19, 20), let us 
take Jesus as our example as a 
teacher. 
Observe Our Lord’s Zeal 

1. He went to a most unwel- 
come neighborhood. The Samar!- 
tans were _ deeply prejudiced 
against the Jews. From this stand- 
point it was not an _ opportune 
place for a revival. Every condi- 
tion was against it. So many of 
us today will not go unless condi- 
tions are favorable. Are there wel- 
come homes? How about finance? 
Are there any workers? Are there 
good singers? Have they a good 
piano? Can you send car fare? ete. 
None of these things were taken 
into consideration. Weary from 
His journey He sat on the well 
while His disciples went to secur¢ 
the meal. 

2. He was satisfied to teach only 
one scholar. If we do not have 


large crowds we are discouraged 
and ready to close the meeting. 
We are taught in the Bible to dis- 
pise not small things. A Methodist 
minister was conducting a brush 
arbor meeting in a backwoods dis- 
trict. He had small crowds and on- 
ly one barefoot boy was savea. 
The community was badly disap- 
pointed and called the meeting a 
failure. The young evangelist told 
them not to think the meeting a 
failure for one soul was’ worth 
more than all the world. This 
freckled-faced, barefoot boy took 
charge of the work there and soon 
a great revival broke out under his 
preaching and he became the great 
3ishop Asbery of Methodist fame 
and won thousands of souls. 

3. He labored with a disagreea- 
ble pupil. She was full of argn- 
ments and rebuffs. She reminded 
Him of Jewish prejudice, insinu- 
ated He was exalted (Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob?) 
accused Him of condemning the 
religious practices of their coun- 
try. None of these things intimi- 
dated this zealous teacher. He 
kept pressing truth home to the 
woman’s heart until she yielded. 

Observe His Tact 

1. He was ingenious in catching 
an illustration to interest her mind. 
He took the well and the water so 
needed to perpetuate natural life, 
to illustrate the great truths of 
eternal life. As a teacher He em- 
ployed natural things to impress 
spiritual truths. How clumsy are 
we in presenting the doctrines and 
teachings of Christ. We should 
employ good tactics in reaching

We are very glad indeed to know that the interest is increasing all 
over the United States in training for church work, and we are sure 
that in the future we will see great results from these precious men and 
women who are making the sacrifice to train themselves for the work 
of the Lord. 


BABY BONDS FOR ORPHANAGE 

We notice that our Baby Bonds are not being ordered as rapidly as 
they should be. We have decided to appeal to each state overseer in the 
sections where these products are used, Octagon soap, Kirkman’s soap, 
Luzianne coffee, and Borden’s canned milk. Now these bonds don’t cost 
anything. All you have to do is write to the General Secretary and order 
one of them and when you receive the bond appoint your committees 
to collect coupons from the community in which the church is located. 
When you have collected 250 send them in and the General Secretary 
will send you a receipt. You can paste this receipt over the place on the 
bond that is specified. When you have sent in 1,000 coupons then your 
bond is cancelled and if you wish you may order another one. This is 
done to stimulate the collection of coupons which has proved to be of 
great value to our orphanage work. We earnestly request that all state 
overseers please co-operate with us in getting these bonds into the 
churches for it will prove a great blessing to our orphanage work. If 
Overseers would take this up in their district meetings it would help us 
get this work inaugurated. 


GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 


The general indebtedness funds are coming in slowly. As you re- 
member, the Assembly decided that all states that failed to pay their 
quota last Assembly year will continue this drive until each state has 
paid its quota. We earnestly request that each state overseer push this 
work until the remainder of the debts are liquidated. And please re- 
member that each state will have to pay the interest on the balance 
due, at the rate of 7 per cent. 


OLD MINISTERS FUND 


The Assembly decided that each minister who received as much as 
fifty dollars a month was to pay one per cent to the old ministers funds. 
The reports show that quite a few have neglected to do this and we 
hope that those who are in arrears on this will see to it at once as it is 
needed for the old ministers. Each church was to take a collection and 
raise the amount of 10c per member. Quite a few states have already 
raised their quota. We earnestly request that each pastor take this up 
with your local church at an early date. Our old ministers are not get- 
ting what they should have to take care of them and we hope that in 
the near future we will be able to raise the amount that is being given 
them.—S. W. Latimer, General Overseer.

The Literary Digest states that 
Russia has renewed communistic 
activities in China. Soviets control 
outer Mongol‘a and are seeking to 
make further inroads into Chins. 
It has only been a few weeks since 
France was mightily affected with 
communistic riots and strikes. To 
the average citizen these activities 
mean nothing in significance, but 
to the casual or spiritual observer 
it is the rising of a new state of 
administration which will eventu- 
ally pave the way for the reign of 
Antichrist. 

Yesterday there were arrested 
in Germany more than 700 Protes- 
tant ministers (some Catholics 
were also involved), accused of 
violating anti-Nazi propaganda.

Foreknowledge, Predestination, Galling, 
Gustification and Glorification 


E. C. CLARK 


The calling of God in the “proti- 
thesis” before the creation actually 
existed we have dealt with in part 
in our first article. In the second 
installment we dealt with fore- 
knowledge and predestination. In 
this writing we propose to deal 
with conformity, calling, justifica- 
tion and glorification, possibly re- 
hearsing certain other points. 


Text: “For whom he did fore- 
know, he also did predestinate to 
be conformed to the image of his 
Son that he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren. Moreover 
whom he did predestinate them he 
also called, and whom he called 
them he also justified, and whom 
he justified them he also glori- 
fied.” 


We have in this text a panoram- 
ic view of the creation as purposed 
in God, which embraces the pre- 
creative period. It also covers the 
creative and redemptive periods 
which end in glorification. Those 
who were foreknown of God, as we 
stated before, were only righteous 
persons whom God foresaw would 
so become thru the gift of His 
own Son. At the time of this fore- 
knowledge actual persons were 
not in existence except that God 
proposed a creation. The manner 
on which He designed w2s that it 
should be righteous and was to be 


conformed to the image of His 
own Son who was the express 
image of the Father, Heb. 1:3. 


that we might receive the adop- 
tion of sons thru Him and ~»be 
made like Him in person. As Jesus 


took vnon Him a bodv of flesh and 


bones and was made like His 
brethren in this respect, Heb. 2: 
14, even so by His being raised 
from the dead and_ glorification, 
God has designed that we shall re- 
ceive a glorified body and be con- 
formed to His image. For we shall 
be like Him and shall see Him as 
He is. We shall see the King in His 
beauty and the eyes of them that 
see shall not be dim; then shall I 
know as I am also known. 


The predestination of persons to 
be conformed to the image of His 
Son, as we stated before, included 
both Jews and Gentiles and was 
based upon the fact that there was 
redemption thru His blood and 
forgiveness of sins, Eph. 1:7, in 
the event of a fall. This is eternal 
life which was promised by God 
before the world began, Titus 1: 
9 


Conformity 


Based on the foreknowledge of 
God, there was a predestination or 
pre-determination that those who 
were foreknown should be con- 
formed to the image of His Son. 
The word “conform” comes from 
“summorphus,” compounded from 
“sum” meaning “with” and “mor- 
phidzo,” but primarily from ‘mor- 
pha,” which means to give shape 
to, mold, fashion; in this case, a 
shaping or moulding of external 
as well as internal appearance to 
that of His Son Jesus Christ. 

In Rom. 12:2 the free moral 
agency of man is particularly in 
view and we are commanded by 
the same apostle to be not “con- 
formed or fashioned” after this 
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present world, which refers to out- 
ward pomp, visibility and show, 
but to be transformed, coming 
from ‘‘metamortha” which means 
to take shape after the spiritual 
mind by way of renewing, referred 
to in Titus 3:5 as a renewing and 
regeneration by the Holy Spirit. It 
is the duty of each person who as- 
pires to be made like Jesus, to 
walk even as He walked, not after 
the course of this world but by 
setting their affection on things 
above where Christ our forerun- 
ner now sitteth at the right hand 
of God. 

We are taught in the Scriptures 
to “choose ye this day whom ye 
will serve.” Josh. 24:15. “If, any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up the 
cross, and follow me.” “Whoso- 
ever shall save his life shall lose 
it. i. e. lose the natural, sinful 
pleasures; and “whosoever will 
lose his life for my sake,” i. e. that 
natural life, by crucifixion and de- 
nial, “shall find it,” i. e. keep it un- 
to eternal life, Matt. 16:24. Notice 
verse 27, where men are to be re- 
warded, every man according to 
his works. It is the walk and con- 
duct of men which regulates and 
governs their destiny, whether 
good or bad. 


Them He Also Called 


Whom did He call? Only right- 
eous persons? We answer, “No.” 
Christ said, “I came not to call the 
righteous but sinners to repent- 
ance.” Matt. 9:13. Jews and Gen- 
tiles were both called and all men 
everywhere were commanded to 
repent. Acts 17:30. There is a dif- 
ference between those who are 
called and those who are finaily 
chosen as a result of adherence to 
or rejection of that call. As it is 
written, “Many are called but few 
are chosen.” Matt. 20:16. God fore- 
knew only righteous persons as it 
is written, “A wicked person I will 
not know,” Psa. 101:3. “Then will 
I profess unto them, I never knew 
vou; depart from me ye that work 
iniquity.” Matt. 7:23. The ways of 
the wicked did not enter into God's 
purpose, therefore, in His  fore- 
knowledge and predestination, He 
has excluded all wicked persons. 
However, He made provision that 
wicked persons, by repentance 
and faith in Christ, might become 
those righteous and ideal persons 
whom He hath foreknown. There- 
fore, He called them by the gospel 
which is the means that regulates 
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their destiny. By accepting it and 
practicing it, they may be con- 
formed to the image of His own 
Son, or by rejection of it may yield 
themselves as servants unto sin 
and in the end be lost. Rom. 6:16. 

The calling of God existed first 
only in purpose. It exists today in 
progressive fulfillment as men 
hear the gospel preached, and has 
so existed ever since there was 
knowledge imparted, even to Cain 
and Abel, about the offering otf 
sacrifice for sins. It was incorpor- 
ated in the Levitical laws. A 
stranger might partake of the 
Passover if he would conform to 
its regulations. Partakers were, by 
that act, made beneficiaries of the 
atonement, whether Israel or Gen- 
tiles. 

Justification 

“And whom he called them ie 
also justified.” All whom He called 
were not justified for some _ re- 
jected His calling. However, all 
who accepted and obeyed were 
justified. Provision was made for 
all men to be justified and saved 
that would believe, and those who 
believe are justified before God. 
As it is written, “Therefore being 
justified by faith we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Rom. 5:1. Justification by 
faith to those who hear His call 
and accept it, again implies the 
free moral agency of man. It is 
written, Mark 16:16, “He that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned.” Be- 
lieving, or faith. comes by the ex- 
ercise of and an act of the person 
or persons hearing the call. They 
either will believe or disbelieve the 
truth of the gospel which alone 
has power to save men’s lives. 
Therefore, all of God’s provision 
and God’s effort is of no avail only 
to those who will accept and be- 
come beneficiaries of such calling, 
justification and purpose. 

These persons whom God fore- 
saw would obey Him are being 
justified by faith in the gospel of 
Christ. Their predestination, call- 
ing, justification, and glorification 
primarily existed only in purpose, 
but exists today in process for 
those who accept it and in state 
and in fact to those who have ac- 
cepted it. 

Glorification 

There is a measure in which 
glorification exists today, however, 
only in view of the fact that the 
sinner who is saved by grace 
through faith is by the working of 
the spirit of the Lord changed from 
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glory to glory, changed and con- 
formed to the image of the Lord, 2 
Cor. 3:17, 18. However, their com- 
plete, full, and final glorification 
awaits the resurrection when they 
shall be glorified with Christ and 
shall put on incorruptible or im- 
mortal bodies that will take shape 
after His glorious body which saw 
not corruption. We at present bear 
the image of the earthly but be- 
ing clothed from heaven we shall 
not be found naked. We shall 
therefore in the resurrection bear 
the image of the heavenly. We 
are in this present state groaning 
within ourselves and waiting to 
wit the redemption and_glorifica- 
tion of our body, when the crea- 
tion shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into the 
= liberty of the children of 
rod. 


The promise of our glorified in- 
heritance is now held in trust for 
us by Christ in whom we have be- 
lieved, after which we were sealed 
with the Holy Spirit of _ promise, 
which is the earnest of our inher- 
itance until the redemption of the 
purchased possession unto the 
praise of His glory. Eph. 1:13, 14. 


What Shall We Then Say 


Since God has provided for us 
that we may take advantage of 
the state of the fall and be raised 
out of it and be conformed to the 
image of His Son and _ therefore 
glorified with Him, who can be 
against us? If God be Almighty it 
is of no avail for Satan to accuse 
us before God nor yet before men, 
by laying anything to the charge 
of God’s elect or chosen (Rev. 12: 
10) since it is God that justifies. 
It is written, “If He spared not his 
own Son but delivered him up for 
us all, will he not with him freely 
give us all things?” Having pre- 
pared that we might be saved and 
since we have accepted that plan 
and believe upon Him, will He not 
nourish and cherish the Church 
and the individual believer until 
they be without spot and  unre- 
bukable? 


The question is asked in V. 34, 
who is it that condemneth? It is 
answered, “Christ that died,” yea 
rather that is risen again, who is 
even at the right hand of God. He 
also maketh intercession for us. 
No one else could condemn us and 
far be it from Him who died for us 
and now maketh intercession for 
us to condemn us. Rather, He 
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seeks to strengthen and perfect us. 
The Apostle is seeking to assure 
and encourage the believer who is 
confronted with the suffering, 
groaning, and travail of our pres- 
ent fallen state in this present evil 
alle Vessels of Wrath 

Who are the vessels of wrath? 

We answer, “Those igo li 
tod’s mercy.” As it is written 
baci 2:5, “But after thy hardness 
and impenitent heart treasurest up 
unto thyself wrath against the day 
of wrath and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God. God 
is wroth with the wicked because 
they have rejected His righteous- 
ness, have hardened their hearts, 
and have become  impenitent. 
Therefore, He “will render unto 
every man according to his deeds: 
To them who by patient continu- 
ance in well doing seek for glory 
and honor and immortality, eter- 
nal life: but unto them that are 
contentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteousness, 
indignation and wrath, tribulation 
and anguish. upon every soul of 
man that doeth evil, of the Jew 
first, and also of the Gentile; bur 
glory, honor and peace, to every 
man that worketh good, to the Jew 
first and also to the Gentile: For 
there is no respect of persons with 
God,” Rom. 2:5-11. God has pro- 
vided that all men may escape His 
wrath who desire to escape it. “In 
every nation he that feareth him 
and worketh righteousness is ac- 
cepted of him,” Acts 10:35. 

It is written, “I will have mercy 
on whom I will have mercy, and 
I will have compassion on whom I 
will have compassion.” Again it is 
written, “Blessed are the merciful 
for they shall obtain mercy.” 
“Come now let us reason togeth- 
er, saith the Lord; though your 
sins be as scarlet they shall be 
white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson they shall be as 
wool.” Isa, 1:18. Those whom God 
has compassion and mercy upon 
are those who seek His favor, by 
working righteousness. God does 
not will that any man should be 
a vessel of wrath, and men only 
become such by hardening their 
hearts against God, concerning 
which it is written, “Has any man 
ever hardened self against God 
and prospered?” Job 9:4. See also 
Prov. 21:29; 28:14; 29:1; Mark 6: 
52; 8:17. Yet it is written that, “I 
will harden Pharaoh’s heart,” Ex. 
4:21; 7:3; 14:4. The reader will ob- 
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serve that Pharaoh’s heart could 
not have been hardened unless it 
was first softened. We ask, How 
was it softened? And answer, By 
the plagues which God sent upon 
him and all Bgypt. Then we ask, 
When was his heart hardened? We 
answer, When God withdrew the 
plagues that had softened it. So 
the fact is that God first softened 
his heart and by withdrawing the 
thing which had softened it, the 
exercise of Pharaoh’s own will 
against God was the condition by 
which it was hardened. However, 
it is written, “Whom he will he 
hardeneth.” This He does by with- 
drawing His Spirit or the agency 
that deals with men by which they 
are first restrained and softened, 
leaving the individual to exercise 
his own will. Such are vessels fit- 
ted to destruction and are there- 
fore vessels of wrath. 

Verse 17, chapter 9, states that. 
“For this same purpose have I 
raised thee up that I might show 
my power in thee and that my 
name might be declared through- 
out all the earth.” All other kings 
were raised up of God for the same 
purpose that God might show His 
power in them. And this He has 
oftentimes done, particularly in 
Nebuchadnezzar, Belshazzar, and 
many others. Whether they accept 
or reject God, He is to be glorified 
and honored by triumphing over 
them. by making the wrath of men 
to praise Him. Ps. 76:10. We 
further add that God has raised up 
all other men for the same pur- 
pose, whether they accept or re- 
ject His will. Notice verse 22, 
chapter 9, that these vessels of 
wrath had been endured with 
much longsuffering. God has with- 
held His power from the destruc- 
tion of the wicked and has endure¢é 
their sins and blasphemies with 
longsuffering, giving them a 
chance to repent Yet their final 
state may be a vessel of wrath 
fitted to destruction, regulated by 
their own conduct and rejection of 
God. 

Vessels of Glory 

Vessels of glory are those indi- 
viduals who have accepted God’s 
offered mercy, have chosen to 
love. serve and obey Him, in whom 
the riches of His glory shall be re- 
vealed. These vessels had afore- 
time been prepared unto glory: }. 
e.. when God chose them in Christ, 
Eph. 1:4. and made Him to be sin 
for us and bv their acceptance of 
salvation through Him. 
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However, at the same time He 
prepared that we should be ves- 
sels of glory. God has, by His own 
acts, however, seeing there would 
be evil in the world thru a fall, 
chosen the manner in which He 
would deal with those who were 
to be saved by acceptance of His 
plan of salvation, and He has at 
the same time chosen the manner 
in which He would deal with those 
who reject His offer of mercy and 
salvation so that the whole affair 
and administration is charged to 
Him. He simply does not have 
mercy and compassion upon the 
wicked who continue in sin, Rom. 
6:1, 2. They therefore become 
vessels of wrath and _ destruction 
by rejecting God. Vessels of mercy 
are those who accept Christ, obey 
and serve God, that they may be 


glorified in Him.

Grace 


Perhaps there is no one word in 
the Bible more important than the 
word “grace.” It is certainly the 
one word that shows man the way 
out of his position as a servant of 
sin, into the glorious liberty of the 
sons of God. It is the one word 
upon which hangs the eternal des- 
tiny of man. Is it not strange then 
that such an important word 
should be suo widely controverted 
and cause so much difference in 
theology? Nevertheless this Is cex~ 
tainly true. 

The Word Itself 

The word “grace” comes from 
several different Hebrew and 
Greek words and these in turn are 
words of various meanings. 1. 
Grace is taken to mean physicai 
beauty as in James 1:11, where it 
applies to the beauty of the flow- 
er in its full bloom. 2. God’s for- 
giving mercy as opposed to merit 
or works of the law, so that our 
salvation is, “Not by works of 


righteousness which we have done, . 


but according to his mercy he 
saved us.” 3. Grace is given to 
mean Christian virtues, such as 


charity, liberality, and holiness. In 
Paul’s letter to the Corinthians, 2 
Cor. 8: 7, he refers to the grace of 
giving as exemplified by the 
churches of Macedonia, and sug- 
gests, that since Corinth is 
abounding in the other graces that 
this one not be neglected. There 
are other things which may be re- 
ferred to as grace, such as gifts in 
the church, the blessing at the ta- 
ble, etc., but for our purpose we 
will use the definition, “The un- 
merited favor, goodness, mercy 
and friendship of God to man.” 
Divine Grace

religion was a religion of works 
and did not depend on the grace 
of God only to the extent that He 
would accept their works and typi- 
cal sacrifices that were offered by 
them continually. Jesus did not 
condemn them for their strict ob- 
servance of the letter, but He did 
tell them that they had “left off 
the weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and faith,” Matt. 
23:23. In this we see that grace 
was sadly lacking. There are those 
today who believe only in a reli- 
gion of works thus doing away 
with the work of grace on_ the 
heart. However, the Bible is not 
lacking for proof that salvation is 
not by works but comes as a work 
of ‘grace. 


In the 15th chapter of the Acts, 
we have a very good witness of 
salvation through grace by faith. 
There had been a great disputation 
in the church at Antioch over the 
doctrine of circumcision. Certain 
men had come from Judea and 
had taught that unless they of 
Antioch were circumcised and 
kept the law of Moses, they could 
not be saved. This finally resulted 
in delegates being sent to a coun- 
cil at Jerusalem where the matter 
was settled against those trying to 
bind the works of the law on be- 
lievers. The keynote speech of Pe- 
ter at the council seemed to 
completely satisfy the council and 
leave the disturbers without gain- 
saying words. And these were 
Peter’s words: vs. 10 and 11, 
“Now therefore why tempt ye 
God, to put a yoke upon the neck 
of his disciples, which neither our 
fathers nor we were able to bear? 
But we believe that through grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall 
be saved even as they.” “Grace?” 
Yes, the grace of the Lord Jesus 
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Christ. 


The Seventh Day Adventist will 
tell you that observance of the 
seventh day as a day of rest is the 
seal of God. The Catholic churches 
say that spirit and life is imparted 
to the individual through the Sac- 
rament. Do these things bring 
spiritual life? Let Paul answer the 
question. Titus 2:11, “For the 
grace of God that bringeth salva- 
tion hath appeared to all men.” 
Yes, and though Paul was an Is- 
raelite of the Israelites, and had 
been very zealous for the religion 
of the Pharisees, even though his 
life was full of works of the law, 
we can hear him say, “But by the 
grace of God I am what I am.” 1 
Cor. 15:10. Then it is not works 
that brings about justification, 
but, according to Rom. 4:16, 
“Therefore it is of faith, that it 
might be by grace.” 


Faith, Works and Grace 


The question may then be 
asked, “Are there no works to the 
religion of our Lord?” Most as- 
suredly there are. But faith and 
grace come first. The reason that 
many people make such a poor out 
at living righteously is because 
they try to live their religion with- 
out a work of grace in the heart. 
Or in other words, they have nev- 
er, by faith in the Son of God, ac- 
cepted the provision of His grace. 


Let us again look at Titus 2:11, 
12, “For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared 
to all men, teaching us that, deny- 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, righteoup:- 
ly, and godly, in this present 
world.” Then it is grace that 
brings or delivers salvation, and 
the same grace that teaches oper- 
ation or tells of the works that fol- 
low its inception in the heart of 
the believer. So may we rightfully 
conclude, that after the grace ot 
God has brought salvation to, and 
it has been accepted by the indi- 
vidual it is then that the recipient 
will begin to walk soberly, right- 
eously, and godly in this present 
world. Yes, works are all right, if 
they are the works of grace. There 
is no seasoning for the life one 
lives or works he may perform 
like the grace of God. Paul wrote 
to the Thessalonians, “Let your 
speech be always with grace, sea- 
soned with salt, that ye may know 
how ye ought to answer every 
man.” Therefore it makes no dif- 
ference how many good works one 
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should perform, unless they were 
seasoned with grace they would 
not bring about one’s salvation, 
for 
are saved.” 


Falling From Grace 


By the term “falling from grace,” 
the idea of falling away from a 
Christian experience is conveyed. 
I do not like the term since God is 
merciful to a backslider and _ will 
accept him on his return unless he 
has committed the unpardonable 
sin. However, this is the issue. Can 
one backslide after having through 
grace been saved? Let us notice 
what Paul has to say on this line. 
Galations 5:4, “Christ is become cf 
no effect unto you, whosoever of 
you are justified by the law; ye 
are fallen from grace.” They could 
not have fallen from the grace of 
God had they not been in it at one 
time. They had certainly returned 
to the old Jewish ordinances and 
had backslidden. Then let us look 
at the words of Jesus,” John 15:2. 
“Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away.” How 
could any sane man or woman say 
that this scripture means anything 
else than that Christ breaks loose 
from the one who will not live 
right. The one who will not live so- 
berly and righteously and _ godly 
here in this world, is certainly tr 
be broken from the vine. He then 
in the sense we use it has fallen 
from grace. Then let us look at the 
words of God Himself, Ex. 32:33, 
“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Whosoever hath sinned against 
me, him will I blot out of my 
book.” What more shall we say? 
Paul says that those who are jus- 
tified by the law are fallen from 


Eph. 2:5 says, “By grace ye . 
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grace. Christ says that those in 
Him who bear no fruit He will 
take away, and God says He will 
blot the one who sins out of His 
book.

The power of God is great and 
His grace is sufficient, but they 
are both entirely too pure for the 
drunkard, gambler, and whore- 
monger to hide behind and claim 
to be a child of God because they 
were once converted.

God’s grace is given to those 
who are humble. The proud in 
heart cannot have faith for salva- 
tion, neither can they accept di- 
vine grace for it is the opposite of 
pride. 1 Peter 5:5, “For God re- 
sisteth the proud, and giveth grace 
to the humble.”

. obtained will fit us for the ages to 


come. Though we have had His 
grace in sonship here, we are tola 
in 1 John 3:2, “We know thai 
when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him; for we shall see him as 
he is.” Eph. 2:7, “That in the ages 
to come he might show the ex- 
ceeding riches of his grace, in his 
kindness toward us through Jesus 
Christ.”

FOREIGN MISSIONS 

After announcing one week 
that we would speak on this great 
subject the following Sunday 
morning, we began to realize that 
we had selected a very, very im- 
portant subject. Never before hav- 
ing the occasion to speak on this 
subject, we began to pray and 
study, looking for scriptures that 
would bear out foreign missions. 
The following scriptures came to 
us. 


The great commission, Matt. 28: 
19, 20. We hear Jesus saying to 
the eleven apostles, ““Go ye there- 
fore and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Fath- 
er, and the Son, and _ the Holy 
Ghost. Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you, andlo Iam_ with 
you alway even unto the end of 
the world. Amen.”’ Mark 16:15, 16. 
“And he said unto them, Go ye in- 
to all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved, but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” Luke 6:13, “And 
when it was day he called unto 
him his disciples, and of them he 
chose twelve whom also he named 
apostles.” So we see that the apos- 
tles were selected men commis- 
sioned to do special service, hence 
the eleven apostles received this 
great commission to preach the 
gospel to all the world and to ev- 
ery creature, as set forth in both 
scriptural texts. 

Now, as they failed to get the 
gospel to all the world and every 
creature as commissioned, there- 
fore, the commission is passed on 
down to you and me as ministers 
of Jesus Christ, to continue to go 
forth and preach the everlasting 
gospel to all the world. God help 
us to go forth obeying and in keep- 
ing this all important cause before 
our people. 

1 Cor. 12:28, 29, “God hath set 
some in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, __ thirdly 
teachers, after tha. miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues. Are 
all apostles? are all prophets? are 
all teachers? are all workers .f 
miracles?” In answer to the above 
we will say they are not, but will 


say if God has called you to preach 
His Word, then you will have to 
accept this great commission. 

Now we have thousands who 
have not been called to preach 
the Word of God and we also have 
hundreds who have been called to 
preach the Word of God, who are 
not qualified to preach the gospel 
in foreign fields. On the other 
hand we have some few whom 
God has called and qualified for 
service in these needy fields but on 
account of insufficient funds, 
we are not able to _ place 
them in the foreign fields. There- 
fore, we shall try to let every one 
of His great family see where we 
can have a part in foreign mis- 
sions. 

Romans 10:14, 15, “How then 
shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? aud how 
shall they hear without a preach- 
er? and how shall they preach ex- 
cept they be sent?” In _ this last 
clause or quotation we find a place 
where the thousands of our 
Church of God family can have 
part in this great work. We can 
give of our substance and means 
to send and support the ones who 
are qualified to go, and the ones 
who have no means with which to 
help can help by giving our time 
in prayer for the ones who can 
give and go. Therefore, we can all 
be foreign missionaries. 


The thought that we wish to 
convey to the minds of our broth- 
er ministers is, get the foreign mis- 
sion spirit before your flocks and 
in their hearts and keep it there. 
We have _ approximately 15060 
churches in this land of ours. 
We notice from the Minutes that 
total receipts for foreign missions 
last year was $6,533.37. Now if 
each church would move up to one 
service each month on foreign 
missions instead of one service 
every three months, and just raise 
the small amount of 80c that we 
raised at the close of this mission- 
ary service last Sunday, then with 
the fifteen hundred churches rais- 
ing 80c each (which is a very 
small amount), it would make us 
about $1.200.00 each month, or 
$14,400.00 each twelve months, 
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making an increase of $7,866.63 
over last year. Now that would be 
grand and there could be a great 
deal more work done in the for- 
eign fields. They need the gospel 
so badly, the whole gospel, and 
God is depending on you and me. 
Will we do our part? Can He de- 
pend on us? Come on, pastors, 
evangelists, and members, let’s go 
with 100 per cent increase in for- 
eign missions this year. 

Some will say, ““We have heath- 
ens at our door.” That is true, and 
we will have heathens at our door 
when Jesus comes. They were here 
when He preached to them, they 
crucified Him, and there will be 
heathens here when He comes 
again. But most every hamlet, vil- 
lage and city in this homeland has 
had the gospel preached to them 
and they have rejected it. There- 
fore, we must spread out and Car- 
ry it to the foreign fields. We no- 
tice when the Jews rejected Jesus 
He turned to the Gentiles. Like- 
wise as the gospel is being re- 
jected here in the homeland, we 
must turn to the foreign lands. 
Would to God that everv member 
of the great Church of God could 
get the same vision on foreign 
missions and be made to see the 
need and importance of it, that I 
received while speaking on this all 
important subject, also while 
speaking I felt led to write this ar- 
ticle. I trust this will inspire 
others to hear the Macedonian call 
saving, “Come over and help us,” 
and see the need beyond the briny 
deep. May every one who reads 
this be blessed and encouraged. 
Please pray for us.—W. L. Pate.
